4 *y 2. Tour.—Mr. Hewitt, as in the previous year, made an extended and 
useful tour, and on the present occasion visited a great portion of the 
Yohardugga, Hazaribagh and Manbhoom districts. He has left on record 
some strong remarks, to which the attention of the Forest Department 

» will be invited, regarding the denudation of the forest lands between Ranchi 
and Barsanda by indiscriminate cuttings of timber. The tours made by the 
district officers were in all respects satisfactory. Of the sub-divisional officers, 
those successively in charge of Govindpore alone complied fully with the 
requirements of Government in this respect. Ill-health rendered the tour of 

+ the Deputy Magistrate in charge of Giridi incomplete, and the Assistant 

Commissioner of Palamow was provented from spending the prescribed time 

in camp by causes which the Commissioner considers as unavoidable. 

8. Weather and crops.—As in thé previous year, the rainfall, though 
above the average in the aggregate, was unevenly distributed. The amount 
of rain recorded varied from 67°39 inches at Chaibassa to 34:99 inches 
at Govindpore. The crops. generally were fair, although the unequal distribu- 
tion of the rainfall produced local differences in the outturn of the bhadoi and 
rubbee. The rice harvest was good in Palamow, Singbhoom, and Manbhoom ;

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4, Publie health—A small amount of cholera was reported from each 
district, but the disease nowhere assumed an epidemic form. Tho largest 
number of deaths (420) occurred in Manbhoom, where the outbreak was traced 
to pilgrims trayellin, mg the Grand Trunk Road. In this district small-pox 
was also more prevalent than elsewhere, though the total mortality due to the 
disease was small. An epidemic of fever broke out in Palamow, and in certain 
other localities with defective drainage and water-supply, and resulted in some 

mortality. Enquiries should be made whether the drainage of these ivcalities 
ean be improved by connecting, if possible, the sources of the water-supply 
with adjacent rivers.
